(US 5,991 ,500) does not teach, receiving video comprising picture portions, detecting a 
steganographically embedded signal in at least some of the picture portions of the 
video, checking out of band data associated with the video and controlling use of the 
video based on the foreaoina of claim 30, detecting information steganographically 
embedded in said picture data of the video and checking said detected information for 
expected correspondence with associated information conveyed with said video but not 
representing visual information of claim 31 , and checking for at least some non picture 
data conveyed with the video, checking for a steaanocraphicallv embedded signal in at 
least some of the picture data and controllina use of the video based on the foreaoina of 
claim 32, combined with other features and elements of the claims.
